CITY ELECTION IN BOISH. IDAHO. 

MHS. SAHAf! 

The largest election in Idaho since 

wsi held in Boise, the capital, on July 
13th. The contest hinged on the ques- 
tion of having or not baring reasonable 
city improvements. Among other thing9 
the city has never compelled property 
owners to put down sidewalks. The 
"improvement" candidate for Mayor was 
Mr. Alexander, a man of moderate 
means, good reputation and a Jew The 
opposing candidate was Mr. 
man of wealth snd thoroughly respected. 
As Mr. Konna ii interested in temperance ' 
and Church affairs, it was predicted that \ h! 
the vote of the women would be for him. 
But the msjoritv of the women recorded I Wanm 
their belief in city improvements and Mr. 
Alexander and a progressive Council 
were elected by a much larger plurality 
than had been hoped for. Mrs. C 
E. Myeri was elected City Collector, and 
there was a tie for City Clerk between 
Miss McCrea and Mr. Blake. 

Two years ago the total vote was M« 
per cent, of the registration this year it 
was 66.7. The women's vote was *7 7 
per cent, of their registration Two 
women were employed in each ward as 
distributing and enrolling clerks.
